were a veritable obsession. 
We know 
now with what ceaseless arid almost 
insane toil lie brought them forth and 
can see him wrapped in the monk’s 
robe of white flannel, the big throat 
laid bare, veins swollen, 
tile great 
black oyes aflame, agonizing over plot 
and scene, supplicating and cursing the 
phrase that would not come, sustaining 
this through the days and nights of 
.three dreadful weeks at a stretch in 
the 
sealed 
and 
curtained 
chamber 
where the candles were never extin­ 
guished. 
Then, livid, unwashed and 
half clothed, he would drag himself to 
the printer's. 
Thus only in a nation 
of stylists could the man that never 
achieved a style make himself the first 
novelist of his day and a classic. 
“Wearing and wasting as this tra­ 
vail was, Balzac’s splendid strength of 
body, the sure and ready return of his 
inspired 
and 
seer-like 
periods, 
his 
quenchless belief in him self and In­ 
trepid faith in the future enabled him 
lo continue it, with a minimum of re­ 
pose, for thirty-one successive years. 
And what a bulk of work! 
From 1821 
to 1824 lie wrote thirty volumes, and 
In 1824 lie was but twenty-five years 
of age and had not even begun to think 
of the ‘Comedic I Illumine.’ 
“Between 1830 and 1842 seventy-nine 
novels of the ‘Comedy’ saw the light, 
and with all this the great work was 
never completed.

A Day of RcllpriotiM Rite* and S|»e- 
clally P repared Di*he*. 
To a devout Japanese breakfast on 
New Year’s day is a religious rite rath­ 
er than a vulgar satisfaction of the ap­ 
petite, says tile London Chronicle. No 
ordinary dishes are consumed at this 
meal. The tea must be made with wa­ 
ter drawn from tho well when the first 
ray of sun strikes it, a potpourri of 
materials specified by law forms the 
staple dish, while at the finish a meas­ 
ure of special sake from a red lacquer 
cup must be drained by whosoever de­ 
sires happiness during the coming year. 
In the room is placed an “elysian 
stand,” or red lacquer tray, covered 
with evergreen leaves and bearing a 
rich dumpling, a lobster, oranges, per­ 
simmons, chestnuts, dried sardines and 
herring roe. 
All those dishes have a 
special signification. 
The names of 
some are homonoymus with words of 
happy omen; the others have an alle­ 
gorical meaning. The lobster's curved 
back and long claws typify life pro­ 
longed till the frame is bent and tho 
beard is long: the sardines, which al­ 
ways swim in pairs, express conjugal 
bliss; the herring is symbolical of a 
fruitful progeny. 
These dishes are not intended for con­ 
sumption, although in most cases tho 
appetite is fairly keen. The orthodox 
Japanese not only sees the old year out; 
he rises at 4 to welcome the newcomer 
and performs many ceremonies before 
he breaks his fast.

by Captain Luis Barron, an old Yaqui 
fighter, who was guarding one of the 
mountain 
passes. 
He succeeded 
in 
holding the savages in check until the 
arrival of reinforcements, when they 
were driven back with heavy loss and 
finally 
surrendered. 
The 
final 
on­ 
slaught had 
been preceded 
by two 
days of skirmishing, the troops were 
worn out, the rains 
had set in and 
Torres decided 
to withdraw 
to La 
Colorado with his prisoners, abandon­ 
ing the pursuit of those who had es­ 
caped.

of the best miners in the Birmingham 
dist rict. 
Funerals will be held 
at Virginia 
City, Bessemer, Pratt City and Ensley 
during the day. 
The men have been 
taken to Bessemer as fa t as identified 
and one immense building has been 
converted into a morgue. 
An extra 
supply 
of coffins from 
neighboring 
cities has arrived. 
The rescuers are still heroically at 
work in the slope and as the diggers 
advance the 
bodies further 
in the 
mine are found to be 
worse burned 
and mutilated than those nearer the 
exterior. 
No 
hope is now held 
out 
that any of the men can be alive. Only 
three men were found whose hearts 
were still beating, but they expired im­ 
mediately on reaching the outside air. 
The Birmingham district has come 
promptly forward in the matter of re­ 
lieving the destitute 
families of the 
victims and mass meetings have been 
held in Birmingham, Bessemer, Ens- 
iey and Pratt City for that purpose.

“ ‘To l>e celebrated and to be loved’— 
these were Balzac’s two supreme nnd 
passionate desires,” writes Tighe Hop­ 
kins. the English author. “H e gave the 
preference to fame and killed himself 
with work if ever author did.

books each one of which, when lie had 
settled 
down 
to the 
‘Comedle 
11il­ 
umine,’ he proclaimed a masterpiece— 
were a veritable obsession. 
We know 
now with w hat ceaseless and almost 
insane toil he brought them forth and 
can see him wrapped in the monk’s 
robe of white flannel, the big throat 
laid 
bare, 
veins swollen, 
the great 
black eyes aflame, agonizing over plot 
nnd scene, supplicating and cursing the 
phrase that would not come, sustaining 
this through the days and nights of 
.three dreadful weeks at a stretch in 
the 
sealed 
and 
curtained 
chamber 
where the candles were never extin­ 
guished. 
Then, livid, unwashed and 
half clothed, he would drag himself to 
the printer’s. 
Thus only In a nation 
of stylists could the man that never 
achieved a style make himself the first 
novelist of his day and a classic. 
“ Wearing and wasting as this tra­ 
vail was, Balzac’s splendid strength of 
body, the sure and ready return of Ids 
inspire*! 
and 
seer-like 
periods, 
his 
quenchless belief In him self and In­ 
trepid faith in the future enabled him 
to continue it, with n minimum of re­ 
pose, for thirty-one successive years. 
And what a bulk of work! 
From 1S21 
to 1S2-4 he wrote thirty volumes, and 
In 1S24 lie w as but twenty-five years 
of age and had not even begun to think 
of the ‘Comedle Ilumaine.’ 
“Between 1830 and 1842 seventy-nine 
novels of the ‘Comedy’ saw the light, 
and w ith all this the great w'ork was

To a devout Japanese breakfast on 
New Year’s day is a religious rite rath­ 
er than a vulgar satisfaction of the ap­ 
petite, says the London Chronicle. No 
ordinary dishes are consumed at this 
meal. The tea must he made with w a­ 
ter drawn from tho well when the first 
ray of sun strikes it, a potpourri of 
materials specified by law forms the 
staple dish, while at the finish a meas­ 
ure of special sake from a rial lacquer 
cup must be drained by whosoever de­ 
sires happiness during the coming year. 
In the room is placed an “elysian 
stand,” or red lacquer tray, covered 
with evergreen leaves and bearing a 
rich dumpling, a lobster, oranges, per­ 
simmons, chestnuts, dried sardines and 
herring roe. 
All these dishes have a 
special signification. 
The names 
of 
some arc homonoymus with words of 
happy omen; the others have an alle­ 
gorical meaning. The lobster’s curved 
back and long claws typify life pro­ 
longed till the frame is bent and tlio 
beard is long: the sardines, which nl- 
wrays swim in pairs, express conjugal 
bliss; the herring is symbolical of a 
fruitful progeny. 
These dishes are not intended for con­ 
sumption, although in most cases tho 
appetite is fairly keen. 
The orthodox 
Japanese not only sees the old year out; 
he rises at 4 to welcome the new’comer 
and performs many ceremonies before 
he breaks his fast.
